Response to Amendment 

The amendment, filed 12/14/2010, has been entered and made of record. Claims 1-5 are 
pending in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claim 1, the 
prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a solid-state image pickup device comprising a 
waveform shaping means having a first input terminal for inputting a row selecting signal and a 
second input terminal for inputting an associated gate signal, and shapes the row selecting signal 
in accordance with a timing of the associated gate signal provided as an input signal in the 
waveform shaping means while a length of a gate signal line through which the associated gate 
signal is provided is shorter than a length of a row selecting signal line through which the row 
selecting signal to be shaped is provided, wherein the gate signal line is disposed outside of a 
photodetecting section and having one end directly connected to a second output terminal of said 
row selecting section and the other end directly connected to the second input terminal of said 
waveform shaping means, and wherein the row selecting signal line has a portion disposed 
between adjacent columns in said photodetecting section and having one end directly connected 
to the first output terminal of said row selecting section and the other end directly connected to 
the first input terminal of said waveform shaping means, in combination with the rest of the 
claim. As to claims 2-5, claim 2-5 are allowed as being dependent on claim 1.
